We have the honour to lay before You our Report on the 
condition and management of Lunatics and Lunatic Asylums 
throughout Ireland, during the year 1917. 

The following Summary shows the number and distribution of 
the insane in Establishments on the 31st December, 1917, as 
compared with the number and distribution on 31st Decem- 
ber, 1916

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These numbers do not include the insane wandering at large 
or those residing in private dwellings, with the exception of such 
cases as are under the care of the Lord Chancellor, i.e., Chancery 
patients. 

In our last two Reports we called attention to the remarkable 
fact that the total number of the insane under care, after 
increasing every year for 51 years, showed a net decrease of 
77 in 1915, a decrease which continued in 1916, when it amounted 
to 337. A further striking decrease occurred in 1917, at the 
end of which the number remaining was no less than 874 fewer 
than at the end of 1916. 

The reduction took place in the populations of the District 
Asylums and Workhouses, where the decreases amounted to 
761, and 145, respectively, air actual increase having occurred 
under the other headings, viz. : — an increase of 10 in Dundrum 
Criminal Lunatic Asylum, of 21 in the Private Asylums and 
Mental Hospitals, and of one in the single Chancery patients 
in unlicensed houses, making the net reduction 874. 

Unfortunately this reduction, although to some extent due to 
a decrease in the number of admissions to the District Asylums, 
was mainly caused by a heavy death-rate during the year, the 
rate in these institutions being 10'5 per cent, of the average 
number resident during 1917, as compared with 81 per cent, 
in 1916. 

In 1915 the reduction in numbers took place entirely amongst 
the males ; in 1916, it took place mainly amongst the females; 
while in 1917 it again took place mainly amongst the males, 
the reduction in the latter amounting to 618, as compared with 
256 amongst the females. 

The average annual increase during the ten years 1904 to 1914 
was 218, whereas the average decrease in the past three years 
was 429 per annum. 

Prom the Table in Appendix A, it will be seen that the numbers 
in District and Auxiliary Asylums at the end of 1917 showed an 
increase of 11,856 on the numbers at the end of 1880, the corres- 
ponding increase in the Private Asylums and Mental Hospitals 
being 322, while the numbers in Workhouses and the Central 
Criminal Lunatic Asylum showed a reduction at the end of 1917, 
as compared with 1880 of 1,400 and 10, respectively. 

We have so far dealt with the number of the insane in institu- 
tions or otherwise brought under official registration, but as 
already stated this does not include all the insane in the country, 
as a number reside in their own homes or with relatives, or are

wandering at large. The general Census is the only means by 
which we can ascertain the number of the latter classes, who, at 
the last Census, amounted to 4,044, or approximately 14 per 
cent, of the total.

— The figures in this Table may vary in some instances from 
those given in former or subsequent Reports, as the population is eatima. 
ted officially to the middle of each of the years between those in which 
the Census is taken, and is afterwards subject to revision. 

From this Table it will be seen that the number of the insane 
under care has increased from 268 per 100,000 of the average 
estimated population in the quinquennium 1880-1884, to 551 per 
100,000 in 1917, but that the numbers have decreased in the last 
two years. 

ADMISSIONS. 

The total admissions to the District and Private Asylums and 
Mental Hospitals during 1917 numbered 3,444 as compared with 
3;53S in 1916, the numbers in the case of the District Asylums 
having decreased by 133, while in the case of the Private Asylums

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and Mental Hospitals they increased by 39, thus showing a net 
decrease of 94 as compared with the previous year. As already 
noted, therefore, the decrease in the numbers remaining at the 
end of 1917, as compared with 1916, is to some extent due to 
a reduction in the number of admissions, which, however, as in 
1915, took place entirely amongst the male cases, which were 
fewer by 182, whereas the female admissions showed an increase 
of 88. The opposite was the case in 1916, when the decrease 
took place altogether in the female cases. 

THE WAR AND THE ADMISSION RATE. 

The proportion of cases admitted to District, Auxiliary and 
Private Asylums and Institutions in 1917 which were considered 
to be due to mental stress has increased as compared with the 
previous year, the number of cases in which this cause played any 
part forming 20 per cent, of the total admissions, as against 
17-5 per cent, in 1916. The percentage in which mental stress 
was the principal cause was 13-59, whereas it was 11-9 in the 
previous year. 

The number of civilian cases admitted to the same Institutions 
in which the war was regarded as a direct causative factor, as 
well as those in which it was the principal cause, are more 
numerous than last year, as will be seen from the following 
Table : —

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It will be observed that the percentage of eases attributed 
to war conditions is higher than last year under both heads. 
The preponderance of first attacks is still more marked. 

The following Table shows the number of soldiers and sailors 
admitted to civil Asylums during the year, but does not include 
the members of Expeditionary Forces in the Belfast War Hospital 
or in the Richmond War Hospital, the latter Institution, 
although a part of the Richmond Asylum, ranking as an Auxiliary 
Military Hospital.

The number of non-expeditionary cases has increased, and that 
of the expeditionary cases has slightly decreased, as compared 
with the previous year, but no conclusions can be drawn from 
the latter fact, since very few cases of this class reach civil 
Asylums. 

As in the two previous years, first-attack cases largely pre- 
dominate. 

The number of admissions attributed to alcohol, after an 
increase in 1914 and 1915, again subsided in 1916, and has now 
fallen well below the pre-war rate, being 6 • 8S per cent, in which 
alcohol was the principal, and 9-41 per cent, in which it was 
either a principal or a contributory cause in 1917. 

Sources of Maintenance. 

The insane inmates resident in the various institutions 
throughout Ireland on 31st December, 1917, were supported from 
the following sources. Of the 20,523 patients in District and 
Auxiliary Asylums, 1,034 contributed wholly or partly to their 
support ; 366 criminal lunatics located in these Institutions were 
maintained out of State funds ; and the remainder were main- 
tained partly out of the Government Grant and partly out of the 
Local Rates. The 944 patients in Private Licensed Houses and 
Mental Hospitals were supported entirely out of private funds; 
the 167 inmates of Dundrum Asylum were maintained at Govern- 
ment expense ; whilst the 2,113 insane residents in Workhouses 
were supported by the Poor Rate. 
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DISTRICT AND AUXILIARY ASYLUMS. 

Statistics, &c. 

There are 24 District Asylums in addition to the Auxiliary 
Asylum at Youghal, but Portrane is a second Asylum for the 
same District as the Richmond, and it is, therefore, included 
under the statistics for the latter. A list of the District Asylums, 
giving the name of the Resident Medical Superintendent in each 
ease, will be found in Appendix F. 

On the 31st December, 1917, there were in these institutions 
20,523 patients (10,956 males and 9,567 females). The numbers 
remaining on the 31st December, 1916, were: — Males, 11,531; 
females, 9,753 ; total, 21,284 ; showing a decrease of 761 during 
the year 1917, the males having decreased by 575 and the females 
by 186. 

The daily average number resident in all these institutions 
daring 1917 amounted to 20,860 (1J ,222 males and 9,638 females) 
as compared with 21,425 (11,537 males and 9,888 females) in 1916. 

Admissions. 

The admissions numbered 3,135 (1,642 males and 1,493 females). 
Of these, 2,476 (1,300 males and 1,176 females) were admitted 
for the first time ; while 659 (342 males and 317 females) had 
previously been under care. 

The following Table shows the number of first admissions and 
re-admissions to the District and Auxiliary Asylums and the pro- 
portion in each case per 100,000 of the general population.

As this Table shows, the admissions during 1917 numbered 
133 less than in 1916, the first admissions having decreased by 
143, while the re-admissions increased by 10. 


In fourteen of the Asylums (Youglial Auxiliary being grouped 
as one with Cork) there was a decrease in the number of admis- 
sions as compared with 1916 ; and in nine Asylums (Portrane 
being grouped as one with Richmond) the number increased. 


Of the total cases admitted to District and Auxiliary Asylums 
during the year, 1,108 were admitted under the forms prescribed 
by the Statutory Regulations ; 44 were transferred from Dun- 
drum Criminal Lunatic Asylum or from Prisons by Order of the 
Lord Lieutenant ; 56 were admitted under the provisions of 

the Army Act, 1881, sec. 91 ; 6 were admitted under the pro- 
visions of the Naval Enlistment Act, 1884, sec. 3 ; 1,910 were 
committed as dangerous lunatics, under the Act 30 and 31 Vic., 
cap. 118, sec. 10; and 11 were admitted from Scotland under 
warrants, in pursuance of the 6th Section of the Poor Law (Scot- 
land) Act, 1898. 

The number of cases admitted under the Army Act shows a 
great reduction as compared with the number for the previous 
year, viz. : — 127, this being due, not to any decrease in the 
number of Army cases, but to the fact that arrangements have 
now been made to treat cases suffering from temporary mental 
derangement as the result of shell-shock or other causes in War 
Hospitals specially established for the purpose. 

Discharges. 

The total number of patients discharged during the year was 
1,694, viz., 980 males and 714 females. Of these, 1,182 (665 
males and 517 females) were discharged recovered ; showing a 
decrease of 146 on the number for the previous year. The 
percentage of recoveries on the admissions was 37-7, being 2’ 9 
per cent, lower than that for the previous year.

The numbers removed unrecovered by friends or sent to 
Workhouses amounted to 512 (315 males and 197 females), an 
increase of 77 on the numbers for the previous year. 


Escapes. 

During the year eleven patients (all males) escaped and were 
not retaken, viz., one each from Belfast, Clonmel, Downpatrick, 
Omagh, Richmond, and Sligo Asylums, and five from Cork 
Asylum. 


Deaths. 

The number of deaths during the year was 2,191, viz. : — 1,220 
amongst the males, and 965 amongst the females. This shows 
an increase of 448 on the numbers for the previous year, the 
males having increased by 287, and the females by 161. The 
general death-rate per cent, of the daily average number resident 
was 10-5, viz. : — 10-9 amongst the males, and 10-0 amongst 
the females. The general rate was 2-4 per cent, higher than 
that for the previous year — the rate in the case of the males 
being 2-8 higher, and in the case of the females 1-9 higher. 
The highest and lowest death rates during 1917 occurred in the 
same asylums as in 1916, viz. : — Belfast and Ennis, respectively. 
The highest rate, 15-4 per cent., was 2-3 per cent, higher than 
the corresponding rate in the previous year, viz. : — 13-1 per 
cent., whilst the lowest rate, 6-1 per cent., was 1-2 higher than 
that of the previous year, viz. : — 4 '9. 

The great increase in the general death-rate is striking. As will 
be seen by Table VII. (Appendix B.) the highest quinquennial 
average rate from 1893 to 1917 was 8-1 per cent., but in 
1917 the rate increased to 10-5 per cent. With the view of 
endeavouring to elucidate the cause of the increase, we called 
upon the Medical Superintendents of the various Asylums to 
furnish ns with their opinions on the subject. Omitting minor 
and local circumstances, the general opinion is that the high 
rate of mortality was due to two causes, viz. :■ — 1st, the long- 
continued spell of cold and inclement weather at the end of 
1916 and during the spring of 1917 accompanied by an outbreak 
of influenza ; and 2nd, the adverse effect of the war on the food 
and other supplies, mainly the bread, the unpalatability of 
which, combined with the total or partial deprivation at times 
of sugar, tea, milk, eggs, butter, &c., gave rise to digestive 
ailments, and thereby further reduced the vitality of already 
enfeebled patients. 

The following Table shows the number of deaths per annum 
and of these the number which resulted from Phthisis, General 
Paralysis of the Insane, and Epilepsy, with the percentage of the 
total in each case.

Suicides and Deaths from Misadventure, etc., in District 
Asylums. 


The number of deaths under this heading during the year was 
seven, viz. : — two from suicide ; three from misadventure, and 
two from injuries inflicted by fellow patients. In the previous 
year the number was five, viz., two from suicide, one from 
misadventure, and two from injuries inflicted by fellow-patients. 

In one of the cases of suicide in 1017, the injury (cut-throat) 
was inflicted prior to admission to the Asylum, and this applies 
also with reference to one of the deaths from misadventure, 
viz. : — that of a male patient who fell into the fire at his own 
home during an epileptic seizure, thereby sustaining burns which 
terminated fatally by inducing septicaemia. 

The particulars of the five cases which occurred in the Asylums 
in 1917 are as follow : — 


Suicide. 

In Mullingar Asylum a female patient escaped and was found 
drownpd in a neighbouring lake, six days afterwards. 
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Deaths from Misadventure. 

In Letterkenny Asylum a male patient during a struggle with 
two attendants, while in a paroxysm of excitement, sustained a 
fracture of the left arm, which subsequently became compound, 
owing to his violence, thus necessitating amputation of the 
arm, as the result of which the patient died three weeks afterwards 
from consequent exhaustion. 

In Mullingar Asylum a female patient fell from a top window, 
and thus sustained a fracture of the pelvis and other injuries 
to which she succumbed six hours afterwards. 

Deaths by Homicide. 

In Castlebar Asylum a male patient was kicked in the 
perinasum by a fellow patient, thereby sustaining a rupture of 
the urethra, followed by extravasation of urine and subsequent 
septicaemia, from which death ensued a fortnight after the 
injury. 

In Maryborough Asylum a male patient was knocked down 
by a fellow patient, and, in falling, his head struck a hot water 
pipe, thereby fracturing his skull, in consequence of which he 
died the same day. 

Inquiries on oath were held by us regarding the majority of 
these cases, and reports thereon were duly forwarded to the 
respective Committees of Management, embodying such comments 
and suggestions as the circumstances of each ease appeared to 
call for. 

The patients who inflicted the injuries in the last two oases 
were brought up for trial, and being found insane on arraignment 
and incapable of pleading, were ordered to be detained during 
the Lord Lieutenant’s pleasure, and were thereupon removed to 
the Dundrum Criminal Lunatic Asylun. 

Autopsies. 

In 156 cases the cause of death was verified by post-mortem 
examination, as against 153 for the previous year — an increase 
of 3. The small number of such examinations for the past two 
years was to some extent due to the fact that several of the 
medical officers were absent on military service. 

Receipts and Expenditure. 

The expenditure incurred in the maintenance of the patients 
in District Asjdums during the financial year ending 31st March, 
1917, is shown in Table XIV. (Appendix B.). 
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From this Table it will be seen that the total cost of maintaining 
these Institutions, including the repayments in respect of loans 
for building works, purchase of land, and other capital charges, 
was £780,736 16s. 8 d. for the year. 

Excluding the loan repayments above referred to, which 
amounted to £94,937 13s. Id., the gross amount expended on the 
actual maintenance of the patients was £685,799 3s. Id. 

The receipts during the year were as follows : £521,952 17s. Id. 
was paid out of Local Rates ; the Government paid 
£184,830 19s. Id. out of the Local Taxation Account, by way of 
Capitation Grant, in pursuance of the 58th Section (sub-section 
(2), (c) of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, and a further 
Government contribution amounting to £8,751 4s. 4d. was 
made in respect of the full cost of maintenance of Criminal 
Lunatics during the previous year, in pursuance of Section 3 of 
the Act 1 Ed. VII., cap. 17. Sums amounting to £150 9s. Od. 
in all were received from private sources in relief of the vote for 
the maintenance of such lunatics. Miscellaneous receipts, such 
as sales of farm and garden produce, sales of offal and old stores, 
fines on attendants, interest allowed by Bank, etc., produced 
£26,413 19s. 4d., while sums amounting to £19,748 5s. lid. were 
contributed by the relatives of patients, or out of their own 
private property. 

All the foregoing figures refer to the District Asylums, and do 
not take into account the Auxiliary Asylum at Youghal, which 
contained an average number of 402 patients during the year, 
and the receipts and expenditure on behalf of which are shown 
at foot of Table XIV. (Appendix B.). When these are taken 
into consideration, the total expenditure on the District and 
Auxiliary Asylums, including the repayments of loans for building 
works, etc., amounts to £791,364 Os. Id., and the gross expendi- 
ture on maintenance, excluding the loan repayments referred to, 
amounts to £694,832 9s. lOd. 

The addition of the sum levied off the Cork District for the 
Auxiliary Asylum (£7,113 14s. Od.) raises the total amount paid 
out of Local Rates to £529,066 11s. Id. ; the addition of the 
Capitation Grant paid out of the Local Taxation Account in 
respect of the patients in the Auxiliary (£1,818 14s. Id.) raises 
the total amount of the Grant to £186,649 13s. 2d. ; and the 
addition of the Miscellaneous Receipts in the case of the Auxi- 
liary (£221 12s. Od.) raises the total of these receipts to 
£26,635 11s. 4d. 

As explained in previous Reports, the amount available to 
credit of the Local Taxation Account, in each financial year since 
1910-11, was insufficient to meet the charges against it, and the

payments thereout were consequently abated, in pursuance of 
the provisions of Section 58 (sub-section 5) of the Local Govern- 
ment (Ireland) Act, 1898. The amount available was again 
insufficient to meet the charges against the Account hi the finan- 
cial year 1916-17. The full amount of the Capitation Grant 
certified as payable in aid of the maintenance of pauper lunatics 
in all the District and Auxiliary Asylums during that year was 
£214,830 18s. 2d., but the actual sum paid in respect thereof was 
£186,649 13s. 2d., being an abatement at the rate of 13-12 per 
cent. 


The Government contributions for each of the years from 
1900-01 to 1916-17, together with the amounts paid out of local 
rates in respect of the District and Auxiliary Asylums, are shown

The increase in the gross cost (1 (a)) in the case of the District 
Asylums amounted to £3 16s. Hi., and in the net cost (2 (c)) to 
£3 8s. 5d. per patient. 

These increases were due to the further great advance in the 
cost of supplies which took place owing to the war. 

B 
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The highest gross average cost per patient in the District 
Asylums, including loan repayments, was in the ease of the 
Letterkenny Asylum, where it amounted to £44 4s. C d., and the 
highest net average, excluding loan repayments and deducting 
receipts from paying patients, and other miscellaneous receipts, 
was also in the case of the Letterkenny Asylum, where the 
amount was £36 19s. 8 d. 

The lowest gross average cost in the District Asylums, in- 
cluding loan repayments, was in the case of Castlebar Asylum, 
in which the amount was £28 13s. Id. ; and the lowest net 
average, excluding loan repayments, and deducting receipts 
from paying patients, and other miscellaneous receipts, was 
also in Castlebar Asylum, the amount being £24 12s. 7 d. 

General Condition and Accommodation. 

As pointed out in previous Reports, owing to the effect of the 
war on the finances of the country, the Lords Commissioners of 
His Majesty’s Treasury have found it necessary to withhold 
loans for all local works not absolutely required in the interest of 
public health, and, therefore, no progress can be made for the 
present with a number of much needed extensions and improve- 
ments at the Asylums. 

The following is a short summary of the condition of each 

Antrim. — This Asylum, although still overcrowded, has been 
maintained in excellent order. No steps are, however, being 
taken to train the members of the staff with the view of enabling 
them to obtain the Medico-Psychological Association’s certificate 
for proficiency in mental nursing. The death-rate continues 
high, having been 12-7 per cent, of the daily average number 
resident during the year. 

Armagh. — This Asylum is still overcrowded. In some of the 
wards the furniture requires to be renewed, and more of the 
floors should be polished instead of scoured. When inspected, 
the bedclothing in a number of cases was found soiled. The 
lavatory arrangements also we're in some cases in bad order. 
We have again found it necessary to call attention to the necessity 
for instituting systematic fire-drill. 

Ballinasloe. — The overcrowding in this Asylum has become 
less acute, owing to a reduction which has taken place in the 
number of the patients resident. A distinct improvement is 
observable in the general condition of the institution, a great 
deal of work having been done in the way of general renovation 
and repairs, in addition to the construction of two new drying- 
chambers in the laundry ; the relaying of drains ; cleaning, 
fitting up and utilising basement rooms formerly unoccupied ; 
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and renewing a number of ceilings and floors. As is usually 
the case in this Asylum, the number of patients and members 
of the staff attacked by zymotic diseases during the year was 
large, the diseases including enteric fever, dysentery, diarrhoea, 
tonsillitis, stomatitis and influenza. The death-rate, although 
high, viz., 10' 8 per cent, of the average number resident, 
was practically the same as the general average for all the' 
asylums, which was 10-5. 

Belfast.— During the year the old Asylum buildings at 
Grosvenor Road were evacuated and handed over to the War 
Office on 1st April, for use as a War Hospital. This necessitated 
the removal of about 400 patients (150 males and 250 females) 
to three blocks of buildings at the Belfast Workhouse, where 
they are maintained in pursuance of a contract with the Board 
of Guardians under the 9th Section of the Act 38 and 39 Vic., 
cap. 67. Although everything possible has been done by the 
Guardians for the comfort of these patients, the accommodation 
provided for them is not in some respects so satisfactory as 
could be desired, but the arrangement is only a temporary one, 
to meet the exigencies of war time. 

The buildings at Purdysburn are maintained in their usual 
admirable condition, and the surroundings of the patients there 
are excellent in every way. Unfortunately, the general death- 
rate in the institution was again the highest of all the District 
Asylums, being 15 '4 per cent, of the average number resident 
during the year.. 

Caelow. — This Asylum continues to be maintained in excellent 
order. During the year, several workshops and stores, with a 
granary overhead, were erected by the asylum tradesmen, with 
the assistance of some of the patients. The death-rate amongst 
the patients, viz. : — 12*9 per cent, of the average number 
resident, was high. 

Castlebab. — This Asylum is still overcrowded, and the proposal 
to take over part of the adjoining Prison as an annexe to the 
Asylum has not yet been carried out. 

Meanwhile, the condition of the institution as regards physical 
health is unsatisfactory, a considerable number of cases of enteric 
fever having occurred on the female side during the year. 
Notwithstanding these drawbacks, however, the Asylum continues 
to be very well managed. 

Clonmel. — This Asylum continues to he kept in good order, 
hut, as has been frequently pointed out in previous Reports, 
the old male building is unsuitable for the accommodation of 

b 2 
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the insane. During the year, one of the attendants who was in 
a somewhat debilitated state of health died as the result of a 
blow inflicted on him by a patient. The death-rate was high, 
viz. : — 12-4 per cent, of the average number resident. 

Cork. — This Asylum continues to be maintained in a highly 
satisfactory condition, but the average death-rate calculated on 
the combined population of it and the Youghal Auxiliary was 
very high during the year, viz. 14-5 per cent Cases of 
enteric fever continue to appear in the institution. 

. In June a fire occurred in the roof of the new building. It 
is believed to have been caused by sparks from the boiler flue 
but it was speedily extinguished by the Asylum Fire Brigade. 

Youghal Auxiliary. — This Asylum continues to be 
maintained in a highly satisfactory condition. 

Downpatrick. — The admirable condition in which this 
Asylum is always found continues to call for favourable comment. 
The death-rate here, as in the majority of the asylums in 1917, 
was high, having been 10-3 per cent, of the average number 
resident, which, however, was slightly lower than the general 
average. A number of cases of dysentery again occurred in 
the institution. 

Ennis. — Notwithstanding the overcrowding in this Asylum, 
which still continues to be very marked, the general condition 
of the institution is satisfactory, all parts being maintained in 
excellent order. The death-rate, which was the lowest of all 
the District Asylums in 1916, was again the lowest in 1917, 
having been only 6-1 per cent, of the average number resident 
in the latter year. Owing to the difficulty of obtaining materials, 
delay has occurred in the building of the two new dormitories 
which were referred to in our last Report, and the conversion 
of the Tulla Workhouse building into an Auxiliary Asylum for 
the District also continues in abeyance. 

Enniscorthy. — This Asylum continues to be maintained in 
good order generally, but, when inspected, some want of care 
was noticeable as regards the beds. The death-rate during the 
year was high, viz.: — 11-9 per cent, of the average number 
resident. 

Kilkenny. — This Asylum has been maintained, on the whole, 
in fair order, but, when inspected, it was found that sufficient 
attention had not been paid to the cleanliness of the beds ; and 
the buildings generally, as pointed out in our last Report, require 
a good deal of re-painting and distempering. We have again 
had to call the attention of the Committee of Management to 
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the necessity for improving the pressure of water, and other 
arrangements for combating an outbreak of fire. We have also 
suggested the provision of more associated entertainments for 
the patients. 

Killarney. — Although the female side of this Asylum has 
been maintained in a satisfactory condition, the male side, 
when inspected, was found far from being so. The dayrooms, 
dormitories, and corridors were badly kept ; the furniture in 
many places was broken and dilapidated ; and the beds were 
very untidy, and in some cases unclean. No instruction had 
been given to the attendants to enable them, to obtain the 
certificate of the Medico-Psychological Association. 

Letterkenny. — This Asylum continues to be generally 
maintained in good order, although improvements are called 
for in the equipment of some of the dayrooms, and more books 
and papers for the use of the patients would be desirable. The 
death-rate (10-4 per cent, of the average number resident) was 
about the general average of all the Asylums for the year. 

Limbriok. — This Asylum has been maintained in fair order, 
but, as stated in previous Reports, the old parts of the institution 
require to be modernized. The death-rate, 10 '3 per cent, of 
the average number resident during the year, was slightly below 
the general average (10-5 per cent.) of all the Asylums. 

Londonderry. — This Asylum continues to be maintained in 
excellent order. The death-rate during the year was high, 
viz.:- — 12-1 per cent, of the average number resident. 

Maryborough. — This Asylum has been maintained in a 
satisfactory condition. The death-rate during the year was 
12-4 per cent, of the average number resident, or 1-9 per cent, 
above the average of all the Asylums. 

Monaghan. — -This Asylum continues to he maintained in 
excellent order, but it is still overcrowded. No steps have yet 
been taken to extend the administrative departments, or to 
establish the proposed Auxiliary Asylum in Cootehill Workhouse 
building, both matters which have frequently been mentioned 
in previous Reports. Although there were some oases of enteric 
fever and erysipelas amongst the patients, the death-rate was 
considerably below the average of all the Asylums, having been 
only 7 per cent, of the average number resident. 

Mullingar.— This Asylum, although overcrowded, continues 
to he maintained in excellent order ; but some bf the day rooms 
require to be brightened up by more pictures, and a more plentiful 
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supply of books and papers would be desirable. A good manv 
cases of enteric fever (some of them fatal) occurred during the 
year, and the death-rate was 10-8 per cent, of the average 
number resident, which was slightly above the general average 

Omagh. — This Asylum continues to be maintained in excellent 
order, but the staff of attendants is stiff scarcely sufficient for 
the number of patients. A good many cases of zymotic disease 
occurred during the year. These included enteric fever- 
dysentery, and erysipelas. The death-rate was 10-3 per cent' 
of the average number resident, a rate slightly below the general 
average. 

Richmond. — The high standard of treatment in this Asylum 
continues to be maintained, and although, as is generally the 
case, a considerable number of patients were attacked by zymotic 
diseases (mainly dysentery and erysipelas) the death-rate was 
much below the general average for the year, being only 7. 6 
per cent, of the average number resident in Richmond and 
Portrane Asylums. 

Portrane. — This Asylum continues to be mainta-'ned in very 
good order. Some further additions have been made to the 
farm buildings, and the new isolation hospital has been opened. 
We regret to record that the Committee rightly deemed it 
necessary to call for the resignation of two of the Assistant 
Medical Officers, in consequence of a serious neglect of duty 
of which, as the result of an inquiry by this Department, they 
were found guilty. 

Sligo. — As pointed out in previous Reports, this Asylum, 
in addition to being overcrowded, stands in need of many 
improvements — such as the provision of additional sanitary 
accommodation, observation dormitories, and an electric tell-tale 
clock system, for recording the performance of the duties of the 
night staff. Improvements in the service of the meals are also 
called for, and the scarcity of books and papers throughout the 
wards continues to be very noticeable. When inspected, the 
female side of the institution was found well kept, but the male 
side was not up to the .usual standard of cleanliness. We have 
called the attention of the Committee of Management to the 
necessity for organising systematic fire-drill. 

Waterford. — This Asylum has been maintained in excellent 
order. 

Asylum Farms. 

During the yeac additional land was rented at the Castlebar’ 
Downpatrick, Monaghan, Omagh, and Portrane Asylums to the 
extent of 91 acres in all. At Letterkeimy Asylum the acreage 
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hitherto returned was found to be incorrect, and, as revised, 
the estate is shown as containing 2 acres, 2 roods, and 29 perches 
more than appeared in previous Reports. The total area shown 
as comprised in all the Asylum estates has therefore increased 
from 3,971 acres, 0 roods, and 2 perches, to 4,064 acres, 2 roods, 
and 31 perches. 

Staff. 


No Medical Officers other than those mentioned in previous 
Reports have volunteered for military service. 

We regret to have to record the death during the year of 
Dr. William Graham, Resident Medical Superintendent of the 
Belfast District Asylum. Dr. Graham entered the service as 
Assistant Medical Officer in that Asylum in 1884, and at the end 
of 1886 was appointed Resident Medical Superintendent of Armagh 
Asylum. After some ten years’ successful occupation of that 
nost he returned to Belfast Asylum on his appointment thereto 
as Resident Medical Superintendent in 1897, and it was mainly 
owing to his energy and progressive views that, during his tenure 
of office, the villa-colony Asylum at Purdysburn was established, 
with the hearty co-operation of an enlightened Committee. 
This institution stands as an enduring monument of his 
administrative ability, and to the indefatigable zeal in the cause 
of the insane which placed him in the forefront of every movement 
for the amelioration of their lot. On the taking over of the 
old Asylum building in the City for use as a War Hospital in 
1917, he was appointed Commanding Officer, with the rank of 
Lieut. -Co'onel, a post which he held temporarily without 
relinquishing that of Resident Medical Superintendent ; and it 
was when on his way to visit the War Hospital that he sustained 
an accidental fracture of the femur which indirectly led to his 
death. The vacancy has been filled by the deserved promotion 
of Dr. Samuel J. Graham, the senior Assistant Medical Officer. 
An important change also took place during the year at 
Waterford Asylum, owing to the retirement of the Resident 
Medical Superintendent, Dr. J. A. Oakshott, after more than 
19 years’ able and efficient service, previous to which he had 
held the post of Assistant Medical Officer in the Cork Asylum 
for almost 16 years. His tenure of office was marked by capable 
administration and whole-hearted devotion to the welfare of the 
patients, and his retirement is the more to be regretted in that, 
as we understand, it was hastened by the death in action of his 
gallant son. He has been succeeded by Dr. Alexis Fitz-Gerald, 
the Assistant Medical Officer, who earned his promotion by 
almost 16 years’ service. 


THE STATE CRIMINAL LUNATIC ASYLUM, DUNDRUM 
The number of patients resident in Dundrum Asylum at the 
end of 1917 was 167, viz. 148 males and 19 females, as compared 
with 141 males and 16 females at the end of 1916, thus showing 
an increase of 10 patients during the year 1917. 
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The admissions (17) during the year numbered 6 more than 
in 1916, while the discharges numbered 4, as compared with 
12 in the previous year. 

There were three deaths during the year (all amongst the 
males), and all from natural causes. 

Of the 17 cases admitted, 11 were found insane on arraignment • 
2 were found guilty, but insane when the crimes with which 
they were charged were committed ; and 4 convicts, having 
become insane whilst undergoing sentences of penal servitude 
were transferred to the Asylum. 

The inmates remaining on the 31st December last were classi- 
fied as follows : — 128 (113 males and 15 females) were found 
insane on arraignment, and incapable of pleading ; 22 (20 males 
and 2 females) were acquitted on the ground of insanity, or a 
special verdict of guilty but insane was returned ; while 17 (is 
males and 2 females) were certified to be insane while undergoing 
sentence of imprisonment or penal servitude. 

The general health of the patients has been excellent, and no 
casualties, escapes, or cases of zymotic disease occurred during 
the year. 

The net average cost of maintenance during the financial yew 
1916-17 was £53 19s. 3d. per patient, as compared with 
£49 12s. 3d. in the previous year— showing an increase of 
£4 7s. 0 d. 

The statistics relating to the Asylum will be found iu 
Appendix C. 

PERSONS OE UNSOUND MIND IN IRISH 
WORKHOUSES. 

On the 31st December, 1917, the persons of unsound, mind in 
Irish Workhouses (exclusive of those maintained under the 9th 
Sec. of the Act 38 and 39 Viet., cap. 67, who are included in the 
population of the District Asylums), numbered 2,113, viz 
826 males and 1,287 females. 

On the 31st December, 1916, the numbers were : — males 893, 
females 1,365; total 2,258 — showing a decrease of 145, the 
males having decreased by 67, and the females by 78 during 
the year. ° 

In consequence of the handing over of the old Belfast Asylum 
buildings to the Military Authorities for use as a War Hospital 
it was decided, as a temporary measure, to provide accommodation 
tor a number of patients at the Belfast Workhouse. An agree- 
ment was, therefore, entered into with the Board of Guardians 
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under the 0th Section of the Act 38 and 39 Vic., cap. 67, to 
maintain about 150 males and 250 females in separate blocks 
of buildings at the Workhouse. 

As a result, the numbers boarded out under Contracts, in 
pursuance of the Section mentioned, between the Committees 
of the respective Asylums and the Poor Law Guardians have 
been greatly augmented, as the following Table giving the 
numbers on 31st December, 1917, shows : —

The mentally affected inmates of the majority of the Work- 


houses visited by us during the year were comfortably clothed 
and bore the appearance of being, upon the whole, well looked 
after, though in a few instances the clothing of the male patients 
was unsatisfactory. The accommodation, however, in many 
cases left something to be desired, and in at least one was very 
bad. 

Straw ticks were still in use in some of the Institutions, and 
in several there was a decided lack of cleanliness, while in one 
or two, conditions were found which were the reverse of creditable. 

The sanitary accommodation was in most cases very antiquated, 
consisting of old privies out of doors, while, as regards the 
bathing, although, in some, improvements were found, others 
were not so satisfactory. 

The dietary scales on the whole appeared to be fairly adequate. 

The number of insane inmates in each Workhouse throughout 
Ireland is shown in Appendix E., which includes the 398 cases 
above referred to.

In pursuance of the provisions of the Acts 5 & 6 Vie. cap. 123 
section 35, and 8 & 9 Vie., cap. 107, section 23, we have the' 
.honour to report that the number of Houses licensed for the re- 
ception of insane persons and Mental Hospitals continues the 
same as at the date of our last Annual Report, viz. : — twelve of 
the former (treat ng Farnham House and Maryville as one) and 
four of the latter (treating St. Patrick’s Hospital and its branch 
establishment, St. Edmundsbury, as one). 

On the 31st December, 1917, the number of patients resident 
in Licensed Houses and Mental Hospitals was 944, of whom 
435 were males and 509 females. These figures show an increase 
of 21 on the number resident on 31st December, 1916 — the 
males having increased by 15 and the females by 6. 
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xxviii Private Asylums arid Mental Hospitals. 

As will be seen by the Table in Appendix A, the inmates of 
these Institutions, while showing some fluctuations, have steadily 
increased in number since 1880, when the total amounted to 
622, as against 944 at the end of 1917, the average increase in the 
intervening period being at the rate of almost nine per annum 

The number of admissions in 1917 was 309, viz. : — 162 males 
and 147 females. 


The admissions during 1917 showed an increase of 39, as 
compared with the number for 1916, the males having increased 
by 22, and the females by 17.

As this Table shows both first admissions and re-admissions 
increased in 1917 as compared with 1916, the increase of the 
former amounting to 13 and of the latter to 26. 


The number discharged in 1917 was 204 (101 males and 103 
females), as compared with 219 (96 males and 123 females), in 
1916. 

The deaths in 1917 numbered 84 (46 males and 38 females), 
as compared with 65 (32 males and 33 females) in 1916. 
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Private Asylums and Mental Hospitals. xxix 

The percentage of recoveries on admissions during 1917 was 
32 -o, as compared with 44-8 in the previous year, while the 
percentage of deaths on the approximate average number resident 
was 9'0, as compared with 7-0 in 1916. 

No suicides occurred in any of these Institutions in 1917, nor 
did any patient escape, but one fatal accident was recorded, 
v j z ; — a case of accidental drowning. The patient, who had 
resided at the Armagh Retreat for many years, and was a good 
swimmer, went to bathe in a neighbouring lake, where his body 
was subsequently found entangled in weeds. A Coroner’s inquest 
was held, and the jury brought in a verdict of accidental 
drowning, no blame being attached to any person in connection 
with the matter, a conclusion in which we concurred after 
investigating the case. 

We paid the usual statutory visits to the Institutions during 
the year, and duly inspected all parts of the buildings used by 
patients, and examined the licences, as well as the certificates of 
the cases admitted between the visits. We also saw all the 
cases on the books on each occasion, except in a very few 
instances (specially noted) where the patient was absent at the 
time of the inspection. 

Mechanical restraint was little resorted to in the treatment 
of the patients, and in many of the Institutions was not employed 
at all. 

The provision made for the celebration of Divine Service was 
found on the whole sufficient, and in general the occupation and 
amusement of the patients were reasonably well provided for, 
although some Institutions were capable of improvement in 
these respects. 

No exception was taken to the dietary in any instance, but 
the patients’ clothing, in a few cases, was not altogether 
satisfactory. 

The numbers of the nursing staffs were, in practically every 
case, adequate. 

The following is a general summary of the condition of each 
when inspected : — 

Armagh Retreat. — This House continues to be maintained 
in good order. 

Belmont Park. — This House has been maintained in general 
good order. 
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Private Asylums and Mental Hospitals. 


Bloomfield. — This Institution has been kept as usual in 
most satisfactory condition. 

Carrtglea. — The condition in which this establishment is 
kept continues to be very satisfactory. 

Elm Lawn. — This House has been kept in good order 

Farnham House and Maryville.— These Houses have been 
maintained in good order generally, but they stand in need of 
a good deal of painting and papering. 

Hampstead. — This House continues to be maintained in 
excellent order. 

Harteield House. — This House has, upon the whole, been 
kept in fair structural order, but the clothing of some of the 
patients was found torn and untidy. It was discovered that 
one of the attendants was occasionally permitted to feed a 
patient with the nasal tube, but this practice has now been 
discontinued. 

Higheteld. — This House continues to be maintained in 
excellent order. 


Lindville.— The condition of this House was, as usual, found 
satisfactory. 

House of St. John op God. — This Institution has, on the 
whole, been maintained in good order, but the clothing of some 
of the patients was found untidy and soiled, and night-shirts 
are not supplied in all cases. 


St : Patrice’s Hospital (including St. Edmundsbury). — The 
condition of this Institution continues, as usual, very satisfactory. 

St. Vincent s. This Institution has, as usual, been maintained 
in admirable order, but the Medical Case-books were not found 
properly kept in all cases. 

Stewart Institution. — Both Departments of this Institution 
continue to be well kept throughout. 

Verville. This House has been maintained in very good 

Woodbine Lodge. — This House continues to be well kept. 
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VOLUNTAKY BOABDEES. 

As stated in previous Reports, a number of the Asylums receive 
patients who enter voluntarily under conditions laid down by 
us. On the 31st December last the total number of such 
voluntary boarders resident in all the Private Asylums and 
Mental Hospitals was 36, viz. : — 27 males and 9 females, as 
compared with 40 (28 males and 12 females) on the 31st December, 
1916. During the year 1917, 80 voluntary boarders (70 males 
and 10 females) were admitted ; 80 (67 males and 13 females) 
left or were certified as insane ; and 4 males died.
